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PREFACE 


This  series  of  monthly  reports  is  based  on  information  obtained  in  a 
cooperative  project  financed  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  by  the  dairy  industry  through  the  American  Dairy  Association.  The  Depart- 
ment funds  are  provided  under  the  Agricultural  Iferketing  Act  of  19*+6. 

Reports  in  this  series  covering  the  months  April  195*+  through  March  1956 
shoved  estimates  of  household  purchases  and  related  information  for  butter, 
cheese,  nonfat  dry  milk  solids,  and  margarine.  Starting  in  April  1956  the 
coverage  was  changed  to  include  data  on  fluid  whole  milk  and  fluid  skim  milk 
products  in  addition  to  butter.  The  reporting  on  cheese,  nonfat  dry  milk 
solids,  and  margarine  was  discontinued  at  that  time. 

The  basic  data  presented  herein  were  collected  by  the  Jferket  Research 
Corporation  of  America  from  its  National  Consumer  Panel  and  were  tabulated  by 
it,  under  contract  with  the  Department.  The  data  beginning  April  195*+  are 
based  on  reports  from  a sample  of  approximately  5,800  families.  Additional 
data  on  butter  only  for  the  months  April  1953 -N&rch  195*+  are  also  available. 

The  data  prior  to  April  195*+  were  based  on  a sample  of  about  *+,300  families 
and  were  statistically  adjusted  to  the  level  reported  from  the  5>800-family 
sample . 

The  estimates  include  only  purchases  for  consumption  by  household  consumers 
sind  do  not  reflect  volume  purchased  by  hotels,  restaurants,  hospitals,  or  other 
institutions .

HOUSEHOLD  PURCHASES  OF  BUTTER,  FLUID  WHOLE  MILK, 
AND  FLUID  SKIM  MILK,  JANUARY  1957 


The  data  in  this  report  are  estimates  of  total  purchases  by 
household  consumers  only,  and  do  not  include  consumption  in  res- 
'taurants,  hotels,  hospitals,  or  other  institutional  outlets.  Data 
for  a month  are  for  a 4-week  period  (28  days)  to  permit  comparisons 
of  purchase  volume  between  periods  of  equal  length. 


SUMMARY 

Butter : Householders  bought  over  69  million  pounds  of  butter  during 

January  1957*  about  4 percent  more  than  the  66  million  pounds  purchased  in 
January  1956.  This  gain  occurred  even  though  the  average  price  paid  by  con- 
sumers for  butter,  71  cents  per  pound,  vas  3 cents  above  the  price  in  early 
1956. 

About  46  percent  of  all  families  bought  butter  in  January  195 7 > just 
under  the  percentage  for  January  1956.  January  1957  ^as  the  fourth  consecu- 
tive month  that  the  percentage  of  all  families  buying  butter  vas  the  same  as 
or  less  than  a year  earlier.  Families  buying  butter  in  January  1957  averaged 
about  2.7  purchases  and  bought  slightly  over  1 pound  of  butter  per  purchase; 
both  these  indicators  were  up  slightly  from  January  1956. 

Butter  purchases  by  householders  during  the  period  April  195 6- January 
1957  were  more  than  2 percent  above  those  for  April  195 5 -January  1956,  while 
prices  paid  for  butter  averaged  about  3 percent  higher.  Monthly  purchases 
per  capita,  of  butter  ranged  from  O.38  to  0.45  pounds  in  the  10  months  ending 
January  31>  1957>  up  over  1 percent  from  the  same  period  a year  earlier. 

Purchases  of  butter  for  household  use  declined  about  4 million  pounds — 
over  5 percent — from  December  1956  to  January  1957*  This  decline  vas  in 
keeping  vith  the  December-to -January  movement  noted  in  both  1954-55  and  1955- 
56.  The  decline  this  year  accompanied  a drop  in  the  percentage  of  families 
buying . The  average  size  of  purchase  and  frequency  of  purchase  by  those 
families  buying  vas  also  lover  in  January  1957  than  in  December  1956.  The 
average  price  per  pound  paid  by  consumers  during  January  1957  was  only  fraction- 
ally less  than  the  record  high  reported  during  December  1956. 

Fluid  Milk:  Purchases  of  fluid  milk  for  household  use  totaled  about 

1,240  million  quarts  during  January  1957  compared  vith  1,180  million  quarts 
during  January  1955*  l/  This  60-million  quart  gain  vas  reflected  in  substantial 
gains  for  both  fluid  whole  and  fluid  skim  milk  items  (table  2 and  fig.  4). 

The  percentage  of  all  families  buying  any  fluid  milk  item  vas  about  84  during 
January  1957  compared  vith  about  82  percent  during  January  1955  (table  5)«  2 / 


l/  Fluid  cream  and  half-and-half  mixtures  are  not  included  in  these  data. 

2/  Slightly  over  10  percent  of  all  families  reporting  in  this  survey  live 
on  farms  and  many  of  these  families  have  farm  produced  milk  available  for  their 
own  use. 
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Per  capita  purchases  of  fluid  milk  in  January  1957  increased  almost  3 percent 
over  those  for  the  same  month  2 years  earlier  and  equaled  the  previous  record 
high  quantity  of  7.55  quarts  reported  in  this  series  for  December  1956.  2/ 

Total  purchases  of  fluid  milk  increased  from  December  1956  to  January 
1957  even  though  the  percentage  of  families  buying  decreased  slightly.  Pur- 
chases per  person  remained  unchanged . The  quantity  of  fluid  milk  purchased 
by  container . size  during  January  1957  was  distributed  as  follows:  6.5  percent 

in  gallons,  3^*5  percent  in  half  gallons,  58*9  percent  in  quarts,  and  1.3 
percent  in  "other"  container  sizes. 

Fluid  Whole  Milk:  Consumers  purchased  1,173  million  quarts  of  fluid  whole 

milk  during  January  1957,  up  4 percent  from  January  1955*  4/  Household  purchases 
of  whole  milk  during  January  were  larger  than  in  any  month  during  the  current 
dairy  marketing  year  and  were  also  larger  than  any  monthly  purchase  volume 
reported  during  the  period  April  195^~ January  1955-  A greater  proportion  of 
total  whole  milk  purchases  was  made  in  the  larger-than-quart-size  containers 
during  January  1957  than  during  January  1955  (fig*  3).  i/hole  milk  purchase 
volume,  by  container  size,  was  as  follows:  Quarts,  58  percent;  half  gallons, 

35  percent:  gallons,  7 percent;  and  only  a fractional  proportion  in  other 
sizes  (one-half  pints,  one-third  pints,  and  pints).  However,  during  January 
1957;  the  volume  of  whole  milk  purchased  in  the  smaller -than -quart -sizes  was 
substantially  larger  than  in  January  1955* 

Fluid  whole  milk  purchases  were  4 percent  higher  during  the  10-month 
period  April  1956-January  1957  than  during  April  195 4 -January  1955*  Between 
the  same  periods,  the  quantity  of  whole  milk  purchased  in  half -gallon  con- 
tainers rose  sharply,  while  there  was  more  than  a 14  percent  decline  in  volume 
purchased  in  the  single-quart  container. 

Householders  paid  23*3  cents  per  quart  equivalent  for  whole  milk  during 
January  1957,  about  1 cent  more  than  during  January  1955*  The  price  for  whole 
milk  purchases  in  the  half -gallon  container  showed  the  greatest  increase,  8 
percent,  while  average  prices  for  whole  milk  purchased  in  both  quart  and  gallon 
containers  were  up  about  6 percent  over  the  same  period.  The  average  price 
paid  for  whole  milk  by  householders  during  January  1957  by  container  size  was 
19.0  cents  per  quart  in  gallons,  22.2  cents  in  half  gallons,  and  24.5  cents 
in  single  quarts  (table  3). 

About  82  percent  of  all  families  bought  whole  milk  one  or  more  times 
during  January  1957  compared  with  80  percent  in  January  1955  (table  5)*  House- 
holders  purchased  7.14  quarts  of  whole  milk  per  person  during  January  1957,  an 
increase  of  2 percent  from  the  same  month  2 years  earlier  (table  6). 


3/  Per  capita  purchases  are  based  on  total  U.  S.  civilian,  non-institutional 
population . 

4/  Fluid  whole  milk  includes  extra  grades,  regular  grades,  homogenized  and 
not  homogenized,  and  fortified  and  unfortified  whole  milk  products. 
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Increases  in  both  the  quantity  of  Whole  milk  purchased  and  average  price 
paid  per  quart  were  noted  in  January  1957  as  compared  with  the  preceding  month. 
On  the  other  hand,  purchases  per  person  were  unchanged  and  the  percentage  of 
families  buying  whole  milk  was  down  slightly. 

Fluid  Skim  Milk:  Household  purchases  of  skim  milk  products  during  January 

1957  were  66, 9 million  quarts  equivalent,  up  13  million  quarts,  or  a 22  percent 
increase  from  January  1955*  5/  As  a result  of  the  large  increase  in  total  skim 
milk  purchases,  per  capita  purchases  rose  sharply  from  O.34  quarts  in  January 
1956  to  0.41  quarts  in  January  1957*  About  20  percent  of  all  families  purchased 
skim  milk  during  January  1957>  compared  with  19  percent  during  January  1955* 

Householders  bought  74  percent  of  all  fluid  skim  milk  purchased  in  the 
single-quart  container,  23  percent  in  half  gallons,  3 percent  in  gallons,  and 
only  fractional  amounts  in  other  size  containers  during  January  1957*  Consumers 
purchased  over  twice  as  much  fluid  skim  items  in  the  half -gallon  container  dur- 
ing January  1957  as  they  did  during  the  same  month  2 years  earlier.  Skim  milk 
purchased  by  householders  in  a single -quart  container  increased  8 percent 
between  the  same  periods;  however,  purchases  in  the  gallon-size  container 
decreased  10  percent. 

The  average  price  paid  by  consumers  during  January  1957  for  skim  milk 
items  was  19.4  cents  per  quart  equivalent,  an  increase  of  over  3 percent  from 
January  1955*  The  greatest  increase — about  7 percent — was  for  those  purchases 
made  in  half  gallons 0 Householders  paid  12.9  cents  per  quart  for  purchases 
of  skim  milk  items  in  gallons,  17*9  cents  per  quart  in  half  gallons,  and  20.0 
cents  in  single-quart  containers. 

Total  purchases  of  fluid  skim  milk  during  the  10-month  period,  April  1956- 
January  1957^  were  up  17  percent  from  April  1954-January  1955 j the  average 
price  per  quart  equivalent  was  up  less  than  1 percent;  quarts  purchased  per 
capita  were  up  15  percent;  and  the  percentage  of  families  buying  was  up  5 
percent . 

The  quantity  of  skim  milk  purchased  and  percentage  of  families  buying 
moved  up  fractionally  in  January  1957  compared  with  December  1956.  Per  capita 
purchases  in  quart  equivalents  and  the  average  price  per  quart  were  unchanged 
during  January  1957  from  the  preceding  month.
